School Children 
On Long Vacation 
Due To Fund Lack 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Almost 
10.000 Ohio school children are on two- 
month unscheduled vacations because 
their school districts have run out of 
money, and the figure may rise to 
70.000 by the end of the year. 


Voters in six school districts rejected 
tax levies in the general election which 
were needed to continue operations. 
Three districts already have shut their 
doors and three others— including the 
55,600-student Toledo school system 
are set to close later this month and 
next month. 


The shutdowns have prompted 
emergency legislation in the General 
Assembly. 
But 
that 
legislation 
provides only limited help for one dis­ 
trict, and has opened a debate over 
whether the state should “bail out” 
school districts whose voters will 
accept only a low property tax burden. 
The di&ricts have gotten little 
sympathy from the 80,000-member 
Ohio Education Association, which 
says the districts use the state’s 
system for funding education as a 
scapegoat to cover for their own poor 
tax effort. “They are broke because 
they haven’t matched state money,” 
said John Hall, chief OEA lobbyist. 
All can reopen after the first of the 
year when new state money becomes 
available. 
The districts which have closed are 
North Union Local in rural Union 
County, with 1,741 students; Jackson- 
Milton, near Youngstown, with 1,630 
enrolled, and suburban Columbus 
Groveport-Madison district, with 6,900 
students. 
The huge Toledo school system plans 
to turn out 55,600 pupils on Dec. 3. On 
Nov. 24, the Burton-Carol-Salem 
district in Ottawa County is scheduled 
to close to 2,230 pupils, and on Dec. I, 


the Col. Crawford district in Crawford 
County is slated to halt classes for its 
1,560 youngsters. 
A bill which might allow Columbus 
Groveport to reopen is not a state “bail 
out” provision, according to its 
sponsors, because it is contingent on 
passage of the tax levy at a special 
election early in December, and even 
then 
only 
perm its 
immediate 
borrowing, waiving a 30-day waiting 
period. 
But Rep. George Tablack, D-52 
Youngstown, 
who 
opposed 
the 
measure, said, “We’re going to bail out 
one school district; think of the Pan­ 
dora's Box we’re opening up.” 
A sponsor of the WH, Rep. James 
Bauman, D-32 Columbus, responded: 
“He says we’re talking about one 
school district, I say we’re talking 
abotft 7,000 boys and girls who are not 
in school.” 
Toledo and other districts set to close 
do not have special elections and 
consequently will not benefit from the 
legislation. 
However, Toledo School Supt. Frank 
Dick has proposed a radical change in 
the state’s school support formula, 
saying school boards should be able to 
choose whether they want aid based on 
property taxes or income taxes. He 
also wants a 40 per cent increase in 
state funding. 
But lawmakers note that most of the 
districts in trouble, including Toledo, 
have a record of low property tax 
effort. In Groveport, for instance, the 
local tax rate for school operations is 
19.9 mills, well below the state 
average. 
And, critics question whether the 
state’s $2.1 billion common education 
budget can be increased any more for 
districts which aren’t willing to help 
themselves.

Although the OPEC countries have 
not announced what price decisions 
will be made next month, there has 
been speculation price increases could 
go as high as 20 per cent. The Shah of 
Iran has suggested a 15 per cent hike. 
Meanwhile, the Financial Times of 
London reported today that the 24- 
nation Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development is fore­ 
casting a world recession for the 
second half of next year. This forecast 
by the organization, composed of the 
major Western industrialized nations 
and Japan, is aimed at persuading 
OPEC to moderate future oil price 
increases.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Tossed 
about in the Pacific’s “worst weather 
of the year,” some of the crewmen 
from the sunken lumber ship Car­ 
nelian-! clung to floating logs from 
their vessel’s scattered cargo and 
awaited rescue. 
Two men were safely aboard the 
Panamanian-registered ship Hunter, 
itself in trouble with cargo shifting in 
its hold. Six others were rescued by the 
freighter Wisteria, which arrived on 
the scene, 1,400 miles northwest of 
Honolulu, about midnight Thursday. 
A Japanese ship, Shunyo Maru, was 
expected there this morning, but a 
Coast Guard cutter dispatched from 
Alaska would not reach the scene until 
Saturday. 


At last light on Thursday, the pilot of 
a Coast Guard plane flying above the 
scene said he could count fewer than 
half the ship’s 33 crew members bob­ 
bing in the 20-foot seas. 
Die Wisteria’s night-long rescue 
effort was aided by flares dropped 
from a circling Air Force plane. But 
the Coast Guard, noting the difficult 
weather conditions, said most of the 
crewman could not be rescued before 
first light — about I p.m. EST. 
Eight men were balanced on a 
logjam from the cargo of the sunken 
ship, and three more were perched 
atop an upside down lifeboat from the 
Camelian-1. 
“A few” others were seen in rubber 
rafts dropped from planes to the life-

PST Thursday that a deckload of 
lumber had broken loose and tumbled 
over the side in the storm. Further 
transmissions indicated the ship was 
flooding and its pumps had failed.

“ Damn the Arab deterrent fo rces,” 
said a y o ung bo y standing beside the 
blo o d o f a v ictim. “ Why do n’t they 
co me here? ” 
Artillery in the Mo slem secto r beg an 
firing at rando m into the Christian 
secto r. 
It was the seco nd majo r break in the 
truce in less than 24 ho urs. Sav ag e 
ho use-to -ho use fig hting bro ke o ut 
Thursday afterno o n between Christian 
militiamen and radical Palestinians in 
the rav ag ed do wnto wn co mmercial 
center o f Beirut, causing many fires in 
the adjacent po rt area. Ho spitals and 
militia so urces repo rted mo re than 15 
perso ns killed, o ne o f the hig hest to lls 
since the cease-fire was declared Oct. 
21.

co lumns were co nso lidating their ho ld 
o n the city ’s rear areas, tearing do wn 
street barricades and taking o v er sni­ 


pers' nests, in preparatio n fo r the 
dispatch o f fo rces to establish a buffer 
zo ne thro ug h the middle o f the city . 
Pierre Gemay el, who se Phalang e 
party has the larg est Christian militia, 
said the fig hting and an attempt o n the 
life o f Christian po litician Ray mo nd 
Edde were “ last-minute desperate 
attempts to sabo tag e the peacemaking 
pro cess in I^ebano n. 
“ But these attempts are do o med 
because 95 per cent o f the l^ebanese 
and Palestinians are fo r peace,” 
Gemay el said. “ The remaining fiv e 
per cent o f radicals can easily be dealt 
with. Their day s are numbered.” 
Edde, an unsuccessful candidate fo r 
president last March, said he was 
g etting o ut o f his car Thursday af­ 
terno o n when fo ur men in a car pulled 
up and o ne o f them o pened fire with a 
submachine g un.

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Heavy Shelling Hits 
Sectors O f Beirut 


B EIR U T , Lebanon (A P) — Heavy 
shelling broke out between the 
Christian and 
Moslem sectors of 
Beirut today despite the presence of 
thousands of Syrian troops ringing the 
city to enforce the three-week-old 
cease-fire. 
A crowded market in the Moslem 
sector received several direct hits that 
killed a dozen civilians, civil defense 
rescue teams on the spot reported. 
loudspeaker vans and jeeps toured 
the area urging the people to get off the 
streets. The lebanese Arab army, 
made 
up of deserters from the 
Lebanese army, threatened to strike 
back “ mercilessly” at the Christian 
half of the city unless the Syrians 
stopped the Christian bombardment. 
“ Damn the Arab deterrent forces,” 
said a young boy standing beside the 
blood of a victim. “ Why don’t they 
come here?” 
Artillery in the Moslem sector began 
firing at random into the Christian 
sector. 
It was the second major break in the 
truce in less than 24 hours. Savage 
house-to-house fighting broke out 
Thursday afternoon between Christian 
militiamen and radical Palestinians in 
the ravaged downtown commercial 
center of Beirut, causing many fires in 
the adjacent port area. Hospitals and 
militia sources reported more than 15 
persons killed, one of the highest tolls 
since the cease-fire was declared Oct. 
21. 
Meanwhile, 
Syrian 
armored 
columns were consolidating their hold 
on the city’s rear areas, tearing down 
street barricades and taking over sni­ 


pers’ nests, in preparation for the 
dispatch of forces to establish a buffer 
zone through the middle of the city. 
Pierre Gemayel, whose Phalange 
party has the largest Christian militia, 
said the fighting and an attempt on the 
life of Christian politician Raymond 
Edde were “ last-minute desperate 
attempts to sabotage the peacemaking 
process in lebanon. 
“ But these attempts are doomed 
because 95 per cent of the Lebanese 
and Palestinians are for peace,” 
Gemayel said. “ The remaining five 
per cent of radicals can easily be dealt 
with. Their days are numbered.” 
Edde, an unsuccessful candidate for 
president last March, said he was 
getting out of his car Thursday af­ 
ternoon when four men in a car pulled 
up and one of them opened fire with a 
submachine gun. A bullet grazed his 
hip. 
Other Christian leaders, the leftist 
Lebanese Moslem command and 
spokesmen for Palestinian chief Yasir 
Arafat all denounced the assassination 
attempt and other cease-fire in­ 
fractions. 
Arafat, the head of the Palestine 
liberation Organization, was reported 
to have warned radical Palestinian 
groups that reject his leadership that 
his men would disarm them by force if 
they did not respect the truce and give 
up their heavy arms.

Gas Drilling Plan Gains Look 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — An of­ 
ficial of the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission of Ohio says the commission is 
interested in a Youngstown firm ’s 
proposal which could once again 
permit natural gas connections for 
new houses. 


The PUCO has scheduled a hearing 
Nov. 23 on the proposal by Universal 
Energy Services Inc., which would 
allow residential connections when 
“ selfhelp” gas wells are drilled to 
provide gas for the subdivision. 


John Borrows, utilities director for 
the commission, said the PUCO sees 
the idea as a method which not only 
would serve consumers but which 
could increase gas drilling and explor­ 
ation in the state. 


“ I would say if everything Universal 
says they can do can be shown, the 
project is probably a good one,” 
Borrows said. 


Universal asked the PUCO to relax 
its present ban on new natural gas 
connections to allow the “ self-help” 
drilling program. 


Universal said it plans to build 
“ several thousand” new homes in 
northeast Ohio, fueled by natural gas 
wells drilled as part of the project. 
Seven wells already have been drilled, 
and more will follow, said Stephen R. 
Vrable, president and founder of the 
firm. 
“ We hope to expand this concept 
thoughout the state eventually,” he 
said. 
The PUCO banned new gas con­ 
nections for residential customers of 
Columbia Gas of Ohio in 1972 because 
of the growing natural gas shortage. 
New residential connections by East 
Ohio Gas Co. in northern Ohio were 
terminated at the end of last year. 


Vrable said the self-help program 
would 
be 
a 
boon 
to 
potential 
homeowners, now resistant to the high 
heating cost of all-electric houses, and 
to the housing industry 
“ In my area, 37 per cent of the 
people who build houses are out of 
work because buyers want gas heat,” 
said Vrable, a former marketing of­ 
ficial of East Ohio Gas. 
He said homes built under the plan 
would cost about $1,000 extra because 
of the gas wells, but claimed savings in 
heating costs would defray that in­ 
vestment in a year. 
Industries in Ohio, including the 
General Motors Corp. and the Ohio 
Manufacturers Association, have filed 
formal objections to the plan with the 
PUCO, 
claim ing 
it 
is 
“ unjust, 
unreasonable and unlawful.” 
Their 
legal 
briefs 
note 
that 
Universal would be required only to 
make a “ best effort” to supply natural 
gas for its homes. If insufficient gas is 
drilled, the residential customers 


would have first priority, along with 
existing residential customers, to 
regular gas supplies. 


That would put an additional burden 
on industries which are subject to gas 
curtailment during periods of short 
supply, the industry representatives 
say. 


“ I’m offended by the proposal,” said 
Sheldon 
Taft,

association counsel.

NEW YORK (AP) - Among the 
nu merical signs of the times, the p rice 
of a seat on the New York Stock 
Ex change is among the most easily 
read. In 1969 a seat cost $515,000; this 
week, $50,000. 
For those who own seats this is in­ 
deed dep ressing, esp ecially becau se 
the end may not be in sight. The 
direction continu es downward, and 
with it the hop es and some of the 
fortu nes of this rich man’s clu b. 
The stock market ju st isn’t what it 
was, either for inv estors o r brokers. 
Indiv idu al p articip ation lacks the en­ 
thu siasm of the 1960s, and the nu mber 
of brokers has shru nk as indiv idu al 
commissions dwindled. 
In to day ’s atmosp here, the op ­ 
p o rtu nity 
to transact 
cu sto mer 
bu siness on the most imp ortant stock 
ex change in the world doesn’t offer the 
financial p otential it once did, and 
nothing is better u nderstood on the 
Street than the p otential for p rofit. 
More imp o rtant than any other 
single reaso n is ano ther factor of 
consu ming interest to p eop le on the 
Street — the fu tu re. Nobody knows 
what role the ex change will p lay in the 
Washington-mandated central market 
sy stem. 
‘Who can say what shap e it will 
take,” said an ex change man. 
‘‘Nobody knows how mu ch au thority 
will remain in New York.” 
The central market that is being 
p ressed by regu latory officials is 
amo rp ho u s at the mo ment. The 
techniq u es of fu nneling into one in­ 


tegrated sy stem the activ ities of 
v ariou s stock ex changes hasn’t been 
worked ou t. 
One thing is v ery clear: regu lators 
are seeking more “access.” That is, 
they want to make av ailable to the 
p u blic the most stocks at the best 
p rices, no matter on which ex change 
they are cu rrently listed. 
“There is a q u estion,” said the ex ­ 
change man, “whether a seat will 
mean any thing.” Will the nu mber of 
seats remain limited to 1,366? Or will 
Big Board membership be thrown 
op en to all? 


If the latter cou rse is taken, the 
p riv ileged p osition of being a member 
of the ex change — entitled to transact 
bu siness there for a commission — 
wou ld cease to ex ist. The old clu b 
wou ld in effect be dismantled. 
Last Ju ne the ex change board of 
gov ernors created a committee to 
stu dy the matter of access to its 
market, and to ex amine the concep t of 
membership . 


Last Thu rsday a p reliminary rep ort 
was released, adv ocating membership 
on the basis of an annu al fee. All 
q u alified, registered broker-dealers 
wou ld be eligible for membership by 
p ay ing an annu al fee of $13,500 to 
$25,000. 
The stu dy committee also su ggested 
creation of more p ermanent mem­ 
bership s, as op p osed to those who 
wou ld join only for a y ear at a time. If 
their su ggestion is accep ted, it wou ld 
mean the first enlargement since 1953.

NEW YORK (AP) — Among the 
numerical signs of the times, the price 
of a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange is among the most easily 
read. In 1969 a seat cost $515,000; this 
week, $50,000. 
For those who own seats this is in­ 
deed depressing, especially because 
the end may not be in sight. The 
direction continues downward, and 
with it the hopes and some of the 
fortunes of this rich man’s club. 
The stock market just isn’t what it 
was, either for investors or brokers. 
Individual participation lacks the en­ 
thusiasm of the 1960s, and the number 
of brokers has shrunk as individual 
commissions dwindled. 
In today’s atmosphere, the op­ 
portunity to 
transact 
customer 
business on the most important stock 
exchange in the world doesn’t offer the 
financial potential it once did, and 
nothing is better understood on the 
Street than the potential for profit. 
More important than any other 
single reason is another factor of 
consuming interest to people on the 
Street — the future. Nobody knows 
what role the exchange will play in the 
Washington-mandated central market 
system. 
‘‘Who can say what shape it will 
take,” said an exchange man. 
‘‘Nobody knows how much authority 
will remain in New York.” 
The central market that is being 
pressed by regulatory officials is 
amorphous at the moment. The 
techniques of funneling into one in­ 


tegrated system the activities of 
various stock exchanges hasn’t been 
worked out. 
One thing is very clear : regulators 
are seeking more “access.” That is, 
they want to make available to the 
public the most stocks at the best 
prices, no matter on which exchange 
they are currently listed. 
“There is a question,” said the ex­ 
change man, “whether a seat will 
mean anything.” Will the number of 
seats remain limited to 1,366? Or will 
Big Board membership be thrown 
open to all? 


If the latter course is taken, the 
privileged position of being a member 
of the exchange — entitled to transact 
business there for a commission — 
would cease to exist. The old club 
would in effect be dismantled. 
Last June the exchange board of 
governors created a committee to 
study the matter of access to its 
market, and to examine the concept of 
membership. 


Last Thursday a preliminary report 
was released, advocating membership 
on the basis of an annual fee. All 
qualified, registered broker-dealers

I wish, in your letter, that you had 
told me whether you, too, suffer with 
migraine. It is not uncommon for 
young children whose mothers get 
migraine to be similarly affected. A 
smaller percentage of children inherit 
this from their fathers. 
When children complain of one-sided 
headache, associated with nausea and 
vomiting, with unexpected emotional 
reactions, 
migraine 
should 
be 
suspected. 
It is well known that adults have 
attacks of migraine, precipitated by 
emotional 
and 
physical 
stress. 
Children, 
too, 
can 
have 
these 
headaches traced to tensions at school 
or at home. 
Treatment is almost identical for 
both children and adults. 


I’m more than 40 pounds overweight. 
Yet my doctor tells me that I’m 
anemic. Isn’t that unusual for a fatty 
like me?

Dear Mr. McN.: 


There are dozens of different kinds 
of anemia. The exact one can be 
determined only through extensive 
studies of the blood. Consequently, it is 
possible that some form of anemia can 
exist in people who are overweight. 
There is no relationship between this 
added weight and the blood picture. 
Your anemia can be controlled 
under your doctor’s supervision. The 
same goes for your overweight.

State Conference 
O n Juveniles Set 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A two- 
day state conference on employment 
of juvenile ex-offenders will be held in 
Columbus beginning Nov. 16, the Ohio 
Youth Commission has announced. 
The announcement said 25 per cent 
of youths released from custody will 
return because they cannot find jobs. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - If you’re 
looking for a Citizens Band radio set, 
now might be the best time to buy. 
A combination of factors has 
depressed the market, so much so that 
many dealers are offering greatly 
reduced prices as well as free ac­ 
cessories to attract reluctant buyers. 
Despite this, some distributors have 
gone bankrupt in recent months. 
But industry spokemen say the 
buyers’ market is expected to end by 
the first of the year, when the Federal 
Communications Commission decision 
to expand the CB spectrum from 23 to 
40 channels takes effect. 
It was confusion over that decision — 
together with what one industry 
representative described as the usual 
summer sales slump and supply 
finally meeting demand after an un­ 
precedented boom — that produced the 
many bargains now available. 
“ Many dealers in the weeks after the 
(August) FCC decision reported that 
retail sales had stopped dead,” said a 
spokesman for one major man­ 
ufacturer. 
Other industry representatives 
agreed with his report of “ very, very 
difficult times for anybody in the CB 
business” during the last two months. 
But most agreed the slump may be 
ending as Christmas approaches and 
with the addition of the new channels 
on Jan. 1 and better public under­ 
standing of the effects of the FCC 
channel-expansion decision. 
The main problem, said John 
Sodolski, vice president of the Elec­ 
tronic Industries Association, has been 
a lot of confusion over whether 23- 
channel sets will be operable after Jan. 
1. 
Sodolski said there had been 
erroneous reports that either 23- 
channel sets will be obsolete or illegal 
then or that somehow the channels will 
be different. 
But the only difference will be ad­ 
ditional frequencies for CB use which 
the FCC and CBers themselves hope 
will help relieve congestion on the 
current 23 channels, and increased 
interference protection. 
CBs now in use or being sold will 
continue to be operated as they are 
now, particularly on emergency 
channel 9 and travelers channel 19.

Hunt Trial 
Defense Set 


CHILIJCO THE, Ohio (A P) - The 
defense was to begin presenting its 
case today in the trial of James Robert 
Hunt, a 24-year-old deaf mute charged 
with the murder of a neighbor woman.

“ Most people use only three channels 
—9, 19 and one of their choosing for 
conversation. When the 40-channel sets 
go into operation, those seeking a 
conversation channel probably will go 
to the upper 17,” where conditions will 
be less crowded and range much far­ 
ther. 
CBers wishing to use the new 
channels will have to buy new sets, 
however, since the FCC has ruled 
illegal the addition of any equipment to 
current 23-channel models to permit 
use of the new channels. 
To have permitted add-ons, an FCC 
official said, would have resulted in 
off-frequency transmissions and in­ 
terference with other channels and 
radio and television reception. 
Some manufacturers have coun­ 
tered the drop in sales with offers to 
sell new 23-channel models now and, 
for a small fee, remanufacture them 
after Jan. 1 to permit reception of all 40 
channels. 
The FCC is permitting this practice 
only with newly manufactured sets 
because of new regulations requiring 


increased interference protection in 
the new 40-channel sets after Jan. 1. 
The 
remanufacturing 
process 
usually will involve sending the set 
back to the factory, with a bill of sale 
indicating date of purchase and the 
manufacturer's promise to add the 
new 17 channels. 
The process is expected to take at 
least a week, perhaps longer depen­ 
ding on the number of sets arriving 
simultaneously. 
But don’t count on saving time by 
waiting until Jan, 1 to buy a new 40- 
channel set. 
“ There’s a pent-up demand by 


people waiting for the new 40-channel 
sets,” says one industry spokesman. 
“ That, 
combined 
with 
tighter 
specifications that are 
causing 
manufacturers more difficulty than 
anticipated to meet the 40-channel 
demand, could well result in a shor­ 
tage of new sets in January." 
Meanwhile, another manufacturer 
says 2 3-channel sets still will be sold 
after Jan. 1, perhaps representing half 
of the sales early next year and one- 
third of the market in 19 78. 
“ All the action is on the first 2 3 
channels and will remain there," he 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If you’re 
looking for a Citizens Band radio set, 
now might be the best time to buy. 
A combination of factors has 
depressed the market, so much so that 
many dealers are offering greatly 
reduced prices as well as free ac­ 
cessories to attract reluctant buyers. 
Despite this, some distributors have 
gone bankrupt in recent months. 
But industry spokemen say the 
buyers’ market is expected to end by 
the first of the year, when the Federal 
Communications Commission decision 
to expand the CB spectrum from 23 to 
40 channels takes effect. 
It was confusion over that decision — 
together with what one industry 
representative described as the usual 
summer sales slump and supply 
finally meeting demand after an un­ 
precedented boom — that produced the 
many bargains now available. 
“Many dealers in the weeks after the 
(August) FCC decision reported that 
retail sales had stopped dead,” said a 
spokesman for one major man­ 
ufacturer. 
Other industry representatives 
agreed with his report of ‘‘very, very 
difficult times for anybody in the CB 
business" during the last two months. 
But most agreed the slump may be 
ending as Christmas approaches and 
with the addition of the new channels 
on Jan. I and better public under­ 
standing of the effects of the FCC 
channel-expansion decision. 
The main problem, said John 
Sodolski, vice president of the Elec­ 
tronic Industries Association, has been 
a lot of confusion over whether 23- 
channel sets will be operable after Jan. 
I. 
Sodolski said there had been 
erroneous reports that either 23- 
channel sets will be obsolete or illegal 
then or that somehow the channels will 
be different. 
But the only difference will be ad­ 
ditional frequencies for CB use which 
the FCC and CBers themselves hope 
will help relieve congestion on the 
current 23 channels, and increased 
interference protection. 
CBs now in use or being sold will 
continue to be operated as they are 
now, particularly on emergency 
channel 9 and travelers channel 19.

"Most people use only three channels 
—9, 19 and one of their choosing for 
conversation. When the 40-channel sets 
go into operation, those seeking a 
conversation channel probably will go 
to the upper 17,” where conditions will 
be less crowded and range much far­ 
ther. 
CBers wishing to use the new 
channels will have to buy new sets, 
however, since the FCC has ruled 
illegal the addition of any equipment to 
current 23-channel models to permit 
use of the new channels. 
To have permitted add-ons, an FCC 
official said, would have resulted in 
off-frequency transmissions and in­ 
terference with other channels and 
radio and television reception. 
Some manufacturers have coun­ 
tered the drop in sales with offers to 
sell new 23-channel models now and, 
for a small fee, remanufacture them 
after Jan. I to permit reception of all 40 
channels. 
The FCC is permitting this practice 
only with newly manufactured sets 
because of new regulations requiring 


increased interference protection in 
the new 40-channel sets after Jan. I. 
The 
remanufacturing 
process 
usually will involve sending the set 
back to the factory, with a bill of sale 
indicating date of purchase and the 
manufacturer’s promise to add the 
new 17 channels 
The process is expected to take at 
least a week, perhaps longer depen­ 
ding on the number of sets arriving 
simultaneously. 
But don't count on saving time by 
waiting until Jan. I to buy a new 40 
channel set. 
"There’s a pent-up demand by 


people waiting for the new 40-channel 
sets," says one industry spokesman. 
“That, 
combined 
with 
tighter 
specifications that are causing 
manufacturers more difficulty than 
anticipated to meet the 40-channel 
demand, could well result in a shor­ 
tage of new sets in January.” 
Meanwhile, another manufacturer 
says 23-channel sets still will be sold 
after Jan. I, perhaps representing half 
of the sales early next year and one- 
third of the market in 1978. 
“All the action is on the first 23 
channels and will remain there,” he 
said.

J ERUSAIJ EM (AP) - like the 
messag e it carries, the wo rld’s o ldest 
co mplete Hebrew Bible has surv iv ed 
inv asio ns, fire, po g ro ms and the 
passing o f centuries. 
Fo r mo re than 1,000 y ears, J ews 
hav e g uarded the “ aleppo cro wn” 
co dex , ranso ming it fro m Gentile 
co nquero rs, 
hiding 
it 
fro m 
maurauders and finally smug g ling it 
fro m Sy ria to Israel. 
So me o f the parchment pag es are 
badly faded and abo ut a quarter o f it 
was damag ed by fire during an anti* 
J ewish rio t 28 y ears ag o . 
The Hebrew Univ ersity in J e­ 
rusalem recently published a facsimile 
editio n o f the co dex . The publicatio n, 
o f v alue to J ewish and Christian 
scho lars alike, is the fruit o f a $130,000, 
fo ur-y ear research pro g ram. 
The 6 00-pag e repro ductio ns, printed 
by the univ ersity ’s press, co st $4 00 a 
co py . 
"We hav e scro lls o f parts o f the Old 
Testament which predate the co dex ,” 
say s Pro f. Mo she Go shen-Go ttstein, 
who headed the research, "but this is 
the o ldest Old Testament we hav e. 
Older o nes hav e v anished in an­ 
tiquity .” 


Unlike a scro ll, which is printed o n 
o nly o ne side, a co de* is a manuscript 
bo und like a bo o k, with writing o n bo th 
sides o f the pag e, Go shen-Go ttstein 
ex plained in an interv iew. 
He said, "Ritual demands that the 
Hebrew Bible, unlike secular bo o ks, be 
spelled and read abso lutely co rrectly . 
The aleppo cro wn 
was the 
first 
manuscript ev er to include in­ 
structio ns o n all the co rrect spelling s 
and reading s.” 
The co dex 
was written at the 
beg inning o f the 10th century by the 
master scribe Aharo n Ben Asher, 
wo rking in Tiberias by the Sea o f 
Galiwe. He fills the marg ins with no tes 
o n spelling and cry ptic sig ns to g uide 
future g eneratio ns o f scribes and 
wo rshippers. 
The sacred v o lume was carried to 
J erusalem, center o f the J ewish wo rld, 
where it became famo us thro ug ho ut 
the Middle East. 
In the 11th century , J erusalem was 
sacked by the crusaders, then by the 
Arab Seljuks. The J ews o f the city 
were massacred and their po ssessio ns 
burned and lo o ted. 
Ben Asher’s Bible was seized and 
carried o ff, apparently to Cairo . There 


it was held fo r ranso m to the J ewish 
co mmunity . 
"There is a basic principle in the 
J ewish relig io n that peo ple and bo o ks 
must be ranso med,” said Go shen- 
Go ttstein. 
So the J ews raised the 
mo ney and bo ug ht the bo o k fo r the 
J ewish library o f Cairo . 
In the 14 th century , the v o lume was 
taken to the Sy rian city o f Aleppo . 
There it receiv ed its present name —- 
the "aleppo cro wn” — and became 
enshrined in the main sy nag o g ue o f the 
larg e J ewish co mmunity . 
The cro wn remained 4 n Aleppo fo r 
mo re than 500 y ears. Then, during the 
Israeli war o f independence in 194 8, a 
mo b o f enrag ed Sy rians bro ke into the 
sy nag o g ue, to re at the manuscript and 
set it ablaze. 
Big o nly abo ut a quarter was bum- 
led. The charred parchments were 
rescued and hidden away . Abo ut 20 
y ears ag o , it was smug g led o ut o f Sy ria 
into Israel. 


On J an. 14 , 196 9, an ex plo sio n and 
fire abo ard the U.S. ship Enterprise 
near Hawaii killed 27 crewmen and 
inflicted heav y damag e.

Hebrew Bible Survives, Grows 


JERUSAIiCM (AP) - Uke the 
message it carries, the world’s oldest 
complete Hebrew Bible has survived 
invasions, 
fire, 
pogroms 
and the 
passing of centuries. 
For more than 1,000 years, Jews 
have guarded the “aleppo crown” 
codex, ransoming it from Gentile 
conquerors, 
hiding 
it 
from 
maurauders and finally smuggling it 
from Syria to Israel. 
Some of the parchment pages are 
badly faded and about a quarter of it 
was damaged by fire during an anti- 
Jewish riot 28 years ago. 
The Hebrew University in Je ­ 
rusalem recently published a facsimile 
edition of the codex. The publication, 
of value to Jewish and Qiristian 
scholars alike, is the fruit of a $130,000, 
four-year research program. 
The 600-page reproductions, printed 
by the university's press, cost $400 a 
copy. 
"We have scrolls of parts of the Old 
Testament which predate the codex,” 
says Prof. Moshe Goshen-Gottstein, 
who headed the research, ‘‘but this is 
the oldest Old Testament we have. 
Older ones have vanished in an­ 
tiquity.” 


Unlike a scroll, which is printed on 
only one side, a code* is a manuscript 
bound like a book, with writing on both 
sides of tho page, Goshen-Gottstein 
explained in an interview. 
He said, “ Ritual demands that the 
Hebrew Bible, unlike secular books, be 
spelled and read absolutely correctly. 
Die 
aleppo 
crown 
was the 
first 
manuscript 
ever to

in­ 
structions on all the correct spellings 
and readings.” 
The 
codex 
was 
written 
at the 
beginning of the 10th century by the 
master scribe Aharon Ben Asher, 
working in Tiberias by the Sea of 
Gab we. He fills the margins with notes 
on spelling and cryptic signs to guide 
figure generations of scribes and 
worshippers. 
The sacred volume was carried to 
Jerusalem, center of the Jewish world, 
where it became famous throughout 
the Middle East. 
In the lith century, Jerusalem was 
sacked by the crusaders, then by the 
Arab Seljuks. The Jews of the city 
were massacred and their possessions 
burned and looted. 
Ben Asher’s Bible was seized and 
carried off, apparently to Cairo. There 


it was held for ransom to the Jewish 
community. 
“There is a basic principle in the 
Jewish religion that people and books 
must be ransomed,” said Goshen- 
Gottstein. 
So the Jews raised the 
money and bought the book for the 
Jewish library of Cairo. 
In the 14th century, the volume was 
taken to the Syrian city of Aleppo. 
There it received its present name — 
the “aleppo crown” — and became 
enshrined in the main synagogue of the 
large Jewish community. 
The crown remained -in Aleppo for 
more than 500 years. Then, during the 
Israeli war of independence in 1948, a 
mob of enraged Syrians broke into the 
synagogue, tore at the manuscript and 
set it ablaze. 
But only about a quarter was bum- 
red. The charred parchments were 
rescued and hidden away. About 20 
years ago, it was smuggled out of Syria 
into Israel. 


On Jan. 14, 1969, an explosion and 
fire aboard the U.S. ship Enterprise 
near Hawaii killed 27 crewmen and 
inflicted heavy damage.

It’s no t that there hav e been any 
majo r new finds. The difficu lty , ac­

West Co ast refineries will be u nable to 
handle u p to half o f the 1.2 millio n 
barrels o f cru de o il p er day ex p ected 
fro m the Alaska p ip eline when it o p ens 
late nex t y ear. 


Iro nically , it was the reactio ns o f the 
p u blic, bu siness and the go v ernment to 
the fiv emo nth embargo that led in p art 
to the anticip ated o il glu t. Oilmen say 
co nsu mp tio n declined after the em­ 
bargo becau se o f higher p rices and 
co nserv atio n measu res. They say this 
in tu rn disco u raged them fro m in­ 
v esting in new refineries. 


“Yo u o nly bu ild refineries becau se 
y o u hav e demand fo r the p ro du cts they 
p ro du ce,” say s Ro bert Schaadt, v ice 
p resident o f Standard Oil Co . o f Ohio 
(So hio ), which o wns 54 p er cent o f the 
reserv es in Alaska’s rich Pru dho e Bay 
field. 
Go v ernmental reactio n to the em­ 
bargo came in the fo rm o f Pro ject 
Indep endence, designed to redu ce this 
co u ntry ’s dep endence o n imp o rted o il. 
One p art o f the p ro ject was the o p ening 
o f the Elk Hills Nav al Petro leu m 
Reserv e n ear Taft to co mmercial 
p ro du ctio n fo r the first time, a mo v e 
which added 200,000 barrels a day to 
the West Co ast’s su p p ly . 
The Midwest and East Co ast co u ld 
u se the Alaskan cru de, bu t the o il 
co mp anies hav en’t figu red o u t ex actly 
ho w to get it there. Altho u gh there are 
sev eral p ro p o sed co nnecto r p ip elines, 
no ne ex ists no w. Tankers are ano ther 
p o ssibility , bu t o ilmen say there aren ’t 
eno u gh to handle the su rp lu s. 
Ano ther o p tio n is an ex change with 
Jap an whereby the Jap an ese wo u ld 
get so me o f the Alaskan cru de in 
retu rn fo r div erting so me o f their 
Middle Eastern o il ship ments to the 
U.S. Ho wev er, Co ngress p ro hibited 
su ch a swap when it ap p ro v ed co n­ 
stru ctio n o f the Alaska p ip eline in 1973, 
and o ilmen say p riv ately that su ch an 
ex hange wo u ld face sev ere p o litical 
o p p o sitio n. 
Atlantic Richfield (ARCO), which 
o wns 20 p er cent o f the Pru dho e Bay 
reserv es (EXXON also o wns 20 p er 
cent, with the remaining six p er cent 
sp lit amo ng a nu mber o f co mp anies), 
say s it do esn’t anticip ate p ro blems in 
refining its share o f the Alaskan cru de. 
“We feel we can handle all o u r o il,” 
say s ARCO 
Vice Chairman Lo u is 
Dav is. 
“We hav e a 
refinery in 
Washingto n, which we designed fo r 
Alaskan cru de, that will handle 100,000 
barrels a day , and ano ther in So u thern 
Califo rnia. So we feel we’re p retty well 
eq u ip p ed to take care o f o u r ap ­ 
p ro x imately 20 p er cen t.” 
Ho wev er, So hio , with the lio n’s share 
o f the o il, is seeking ap p ro v al to ship its 
cru de by tan ker to Lo ng Beach, where 
it wo u ld be ship p ed east to Midland, 
Tex as, v ia a p ro p o sed 1,000-mile 
p ip eline. Fro m Midland, the o il wo u ld 
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go thro u gh ex isting p ip elines to the 
Midwest, 
The p ro ject wo u ld req u ire co n­ 
v erting abo u t 800 miles o f ex isting 
n atu ral gas p ip eline fo r u se as a cru de 
o il carrier and co nstru cting 200 miles 
o f new lines. So hio say s the p ro ject 
co u ld handle almo st all o f the su rp lu s 
o il and co u ld be ready in less than 18 
mo nths. Ho wev er, it has co me u nder 
attack fro m the state Air Reso u rces 
Bo ard, which say s the tankers and 
tan ks needed fo r the o il ship ments 
wo u ld add so me 40 to ns o f hy dro car­ 
bo ns a day to the air. 
So hio disp iAes the ARB figu res and 
p o ints to a recent stu dy do ne by the 
Po rt o f Lo ng Beach in co nju nctio n with 
the state Pu blic Utilities Co mmissio n 
which say s the increased hy dro carbo n 
emissio ns wo u ld co me to abo u t 1.5 to ns 
p er day . 
Do n Bright, directo r o f en v i­ 
ro nmental affairs fo r the p o rt, say s the 
ARB figu res assu me that tan kers will 
“p u rge,” o r clean, their o il tanks while 
still in the harbo r. Bright say s a 
co mmo n p ractice is to p u rge tan ks at 
sea. So hio also say s it is willing to p ay 
fo r p o llu tio n co ntro ls o n o ther emissio n 


so u rces in the I-o ng Beach area in 
o rder to o ffset the tan ker emissio ns 
and ensu re that there is no o v erall 
deterio ratio n in air q u ality . 
Whatev er means o f getting rid o f the 
o il are fo u nd, analy sts say the p ro blem 
o f a West Co ast su rp lu s isn’t go ing to 
go away so o n. They p o int o u t that the 
flo w fro m the Pru dho e Bay is ex p ected 
to reach 1.8 millio n barrels a day in 
1981. One stu dy by James D. Hickey , 
o il and o il serv ices analy st with the 
sto ck bro kerage firm o f Stem, Fran k, 
Mey er & Fo x , p ro jects a 714,000 barrel 
a day su rp lu s o n the West Co ast in 1981. 
In additio n, a nu mber o f o il co m­ 
p anies are drilling o ff the co asts o f 
Califo rnia and Alaska, areas generally 
co nsidered to be amo ng the richest 
p o tential o il fields in the wo rld. If there 
is a majo r strike, that p ro du ctio n 
wo u ld co me o n to p o f the cu rrently 
p ro jected su rp lu s. 


All these facto rs make it imp o ssible 
to determine “the amo u nt o r du ratio n 
o f the su rp lu s,” say s Ro bert Wy co ff, 
ARCO v ice p resident fo r co rp o rate 
p lanning. 
“Yo u hav e to gu ess if we’ll be su c­ 
cessfu l in the Gu lf o f Alaska o r o ff­ 
sho re Califo rnia,” say s Wy co ff. “ Yo u 
hav e to gu ess, o n the co nsu mp tio n 
side, if nu clear p o wer is go ing to be 
accep table, o r if we’ll hav e to bu ild o il- 
f ired p lan ts to rep lace nu clear p lan ts.” 
Desp ite the su rp lu s o n the West 
Co ast, o il ex ecu tiv es p o int o u t that the 
United States is, and will remain, an 
o il-imp o rting natio n. And they claim 
they ’re hav ing a little difficu lty in 
p ersu ading the p u blic o f the p o tential 
p ro blems o f an o il glu t. 
“ After the embargo ," say s Schaadt, 
“I think it was v ery difficu lt fo r p eo p le 
to believ e we co u ld ev er hav e a su rp lu s 
any where.”

Reagan Against 
Kissinger Role 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - Ronald 
Reagan disagrees with a suggestion 
that Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger should act as a special 
Middle East envoy in the Carter ad­ 
ministration.

Kissinger than I do.” 


Private Chess 
Match Approved 


HAIFA, Israel (AP)—Soviet of­ 
ficials have agreed in principle to a 
private, unofficial match between 
former world chess champion Bobby 
Fischer and current titleholder 
Anatoly Karpov, says chess official 
Florencio Compomanes. 
“I have received communication 
from responsible persons in the Soviet 
Union that they are willing to go 
through with the m atch,” Cam- 
pomanes, a vice president of the Inter­ 
national Chess Federation, said. 
He said the prize would be “much 
larger” than the $250,000 at stake in 
1972 when Fischer took the cham­ 
pionship from Russian Boris Spassky 
in Iceland. 


Seven people have attended the 
three-day workshop, which is an in­ 
tensive, informative clinic about 
drinking and driving.

One person termed it “shocking as 
well as informative.” It is recom­ 
mended for first time offenders of the 
OMVI charge, and is equivalent to 
three days in jail.

Ledsome was hired by Judge 
Hosterman Oct. 12. It was financially 
feasible from money left in a salary 
account of Judge Sterling l/amb. 
Because all monies must be approved 
by the city council, the judge received 
the verbal approval of one of the 
council members before hiring I/ed- 
some. 
At the next council meeting, 
members went into recess to discuss 
funds for I/edsom’s salary. Council 
member Tom Wells explained that 
because the council didn’t understand 
the issue, it was not passed. 
The following week, several city 
council members gathered to explore 
the problem and talk with the judge. At 
regular council the next week, Led- 
some’s salary was approved for the 
remainder of the year. 
After five weeks of work, I/edsome 
finally received his wages. In January, 
Circleville City Council will ap­ 
propriate money for the whole 
municipal court operation. 
In the past, Ledsome has worked 
mainly in sales. He is presently a 
senior at Ohio University, 20 hours 
away from a psychology major. He 
feels this training will help him deal 
with those

I/OS ANGELES (AP) •— Californians 
who remember the long lines, short 
tempers and nippy nights caused by 
the 1973-74 Arab oil embargo may be 
surprised to learn that a new problem 
is looming: too much oil. 


Ifs not that there have been any 
major new finds. The difficulty, ac­ 
cording to oilmen, 
government 
planners and private analysts, is that 
West Coast refineries will be unable to 
handle up to half of the 1.2 million 
barrels of crude oil per day expected 
from the Alaska pipeline when it opens 
late next year. 


Ironically, it was the reactions of the 
public, business and the government to 
the fivemonth embargo that led in part 
to the anticipated oil glut. Oilmen say 
consumption declined after the em­ 
bargo because of higher prices and 
conservation measures. They say this 
in turn discouraged them from in­ 
vesting in new refineries. 


“You only build refineries because 
you have demand for the products they 
produce,” says Robert Schaadt, vice 
president of Standard Oil Co. of Ohio 
(Sohio), which owns 54 per cent of the 
reserves in Alaska's rich Prudhoe Bay 
field. 
Governmental reaction to the em­ 
bargo came in the form of Project 
Independence, designed to reduce this 
country’s dependence on imported oil. 
One part of the project was the opening 
of the Elk Hills Naval Petroleum 
Reserve near Taft to commercial 
production for the first time, a move 
which added 200,000 barrels a day to 
the West Coast's supply. 
The Midwest and East Coast could 
use the Alaskan crude, but the oil 
companies haven’t figured out exactly 
how to get it there. Although there are 
several proposed connector pipelines, 
none exists now. Tankers are another 
possibility, but oilmen say there aren’t 
enough to handle the surplus. 
Another option is an exchange with 
Japan whereby the Japanese would 
get some of the Alaskan crude in 
return for diverting some of their 
Middle Eastern oil shipments to the 
U.S. However, Congress prohibited 
such a swap when it approved con­ 
struction of the Alaska pipeline in 1973, 
and oilmen say privately that such an 
exhange would face severe political 
opposition. 
Atlantic Richfield (ARCO), which 
owns 20 per cent of the Prudhoe Bay 
reserves (EXXON also owns 20 per 
cent, with the remaining six per cent 
split among a number of companies), 
says it doesn't anticipate problems in 
refining its share of the Alaskan crude. 
“We feel we can handle all our oil,” 
says ARCO 
Vice Chairman Louis 
Davis. 
“We have a 
refinery 
in 
Washington, which we designed for 
Alaskan crude, that will handle 100,000 
barrels a day, and another in Southern 
California. So we feel we’re pretty well 
equipped to take care of our ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent.” 
However, Sohio, with the lion’s share 
of the oil, is seeking approval to ship its 
crude by tanker to Long Beach, where 
it would be shipped east to Midland, 
Texas, via a proposed 1,000-mile 
pipeline. From Midland, the oil would 
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go through existing pipelines to the 
Midwest. 
The project would require con­ 
verting about 900 miles of existing 
natural gas pipeline for use as a crude 
oil carrier and constructing 200 miles 
of new lines. Sohio says the project 
could handle almost all of the surplus 
oil and could be ready in less than 18 
months. However, it has come under 
attack from the state Air Resources 
Board, which says the tankers and 
tanks needed for the oil shipments 
would add some 40 tons of hydrocar­ 
bons a day to the air. 
Sohio disprtes the ARB figures and 
points to a recent study done by the 
Port of Long Beach in conjunction with 
the state Public Utilities Commission 
which says the increased hydrocarbon 
emissions would come to about 1.5 tons 
per day. 
Don Bright, director of envi­ 
ronmental affairs for the port, says the 
ARB figures assume that tankers will 
“purge,” or clean, their oil tanks while 
still in the harbor. Bright says a 
common practice is to purge tanks at 
sea. Sohio also says it is willing to pay 
for pollution controls on other emission 


sources in the I/ong Beach area rn 
order to offset the tanker emissions 
and ensure that there is no overall 
deterioration in air quality. 
Whatever means of getting rid of the 
oil are found, analysts say the problem 
of a West Coast surplus isn’t going to 
go away soon. They point out that the 
flow from the Prudhoe Bay is expected 
to reach 1.8 million barrels a day in 
1981. One study by James D. Hickey, 
oil and oil services analyst with the 
stock brokerage firm of Stem, Frank, 
Meyer & Fox, projects a 714,000 barrel 
a day surplus on the West Coast in 1981. 
In addition, a number of oil com­ 
panies are drilling off the coasts of 
California and Alaska, areas generally 
considered to be among the richest 
potential oil fields in the world. If there 
is a major strike, that production 
would come on top of the currently 
projected surplus. 


All these factors make it impossible 
to determine “the amount or duration 
of the surplus,” says Robert Wycoff, 
ARCO vice president for corporate 
planning. 
“You have to guess if we’ll be suc­ 
cessful in the Gulf of Alaska or off­ 
shore California," says Wycoff. “You 
have to guess, on the consumption 
side, if nuclear power is going to be 
acceptable, or if we’ll have to build oil- 
fired plants to replace nuclear plants.” 
Despite the surplus on the West 
Coast, oil executives point out that the 
United States is, and will remain, an 
oil-importing nation. And they claim 
they’re having a little difficulty in 
persuading the public of the potential 
problems of an oil girt 
“After the embargo,” says Schaadt, 
“ I think it was very difficult for people 
to believe we could ever have a surplus 
anywhere.”

Please, take the 
form, the Income Questionaire, to your 
Veterans Service Officer, at 219 South 
Court Street, and let him complete this 
form for you. You can’t realize how 
easy it is to complete these forms 
improperly, and then your pension can 
stop, until the error is corrected. 
Incidentally, these questionaires 
M UST 
be 
completed 
by 
Mid- 
December, so pleased don’t delay 
getting them completed. 
me Social Security Office has 
just notified me, that because of my 
disability, that they have discovered 
that they have been under paying me 
for over a year, (because of some 
addition to Social Security Benefits), 
and I am to receive a lump sum 
payment for all the back pay that they 
owe to me. How will this affect by VA 
Pension? Does this have to be reported 
as income? 1 will also start receiving a 
little larger check from SS each 
month. 
(A ) First of all, whenever there is a 
large change in your income, please 
notify your Veterans Service Officer so 
he can notify the VA for you, as soon as 
possible.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - George 
Sisler Jr. has good news for senior 
citizens. At 59, he thinks he’s too young 
to continue as president of the Inter­ 
national league. 
That’s why he has accepted an offer 
to become general manager of the new 
Columbus 
professional 
baseball 
franchise and the refurbished $5 
million Franklin County Stadium, 
home of the Pittsburgh Pirates’ new IL 
farm club. 
Sisler returns to the post he held in 
Columbus during the declining years 
(1953-54) of the St. Ixmis Cardinals* 
working agreement. Only his title is 
the same. 
Why quit the relatively secure job of 
league president to head 
a new 
baseball operation in a city which 
abandoned the game nearly seven 
years ago? 
“I feel young enough that I want to 
become involved in something more 
active than being a league president,” 
he replied. ‘‘I miss the competition, the 
scouting, the day-to-day things that 
made the administrative aspect of 
baseball so fascinating to me. 
“I think perhaps I became a league 
president when I was too young (48),” 
the son of Hall of Famer George Sisler 
Sr. continued. ‘‘...There were too many 
days when I had nothing to challenge 
me. 
“Quite frankly, I missed being in­ 
volved in the immediate business of 
baseball, something that had been an 


important part of my life ever since 
I started as a 
player back 
in 
Youngstown of the Middle Atlantic 
league in 1939 ” 
At an early age he realized he did not 
have the playing potential of his father 
or his two major league brothers. So he 
opted for a baseball administrative 
career. 
“As league president,” he said, 
“I’ve seen a lot of ways of doing things 
in baseball. And, to be candid, I had 
been thinking of seeking some more 
active role in baseball for several 
years. 
“When the Columbus opportunity 
came up .. .and I saw whit the county 
was doing to what had been one of 
minor league baseball’s greatest 


parks, I knew I had to consider the job. 
“It’s just fabulous what they have 
done with that place. 'Die remodeled 
stadium—actually, that’s a misnomer 
because it’s almost new—will become 
a showplace of baseball. It will be an 
example everyone in the minors will 
watch and want to emulate. 
“The affiliation with the Pirates is 
ideal. Columbus is Mr. 
(John) 
Galbreath’s home. There’s no question 
that he and the Pirates will provide a 
competition Triple-A club in Colum­ 
bus They had an excellent working 
relationship for years before the ball 
club left Columbus. 
“And that was simply because the 
ball park was no longer adequate for 
them to keep a team there.”

Dentist G ets 
O dd Court 
Sentence 


PROSSER, Wash. (A P) - A dentist 
whose drunken driving caused the 
deaths of two persons has been sen­ 
tenced to spend one day a week for a 
year providing free dental care to the 
elderly. 
“ There is no way we can bring back 
these lives, but perhaps we can put 
your talents to use and get some 
goodness out of this tragedy,” said 
Benton C-ounty Superior Court Judge 
A1 Yencopal in announcing the unusual 
sentence for Dr. Edgar Mays. 
Yen co pal said Mays, who pleaded 
guilty to negligent homicide, could 
have been sentenced to 10 years in 
prison. 
Bit, the judge said. “ There are a lot 
of senior citizens on fixed incomes who 
need some dental work done and can’t 
afford it. I want those people helped.” 
Mays, 45, of Kennewick, agreed to 
set aside one day each week to treat 
any elderly person who walks through 
his office door, providing even ex­ 
pensive items like dental plates. He 
estimated the free dentistry could be 
worth as much as $35,000 over the 
course of a year. 
Yencopal said Mays must “ get the 
word 
out” 
to 
senior 
citizens’ 
organizations in the Tri-Cities area of 
southeastern Washington. He said he 
wants Mays’ office filled on days set 
aside for the elderly, and will check to 
see that it is. 
He also ordered Mays not to drink 
during a four-year probationary 
period. 
Mays, 45, pleaded guilty in the 
deaths of Fred and Dixie Hanses, both 
27, who were killed last May after his 
car struck the motorcycle on which 
they were riding. 
Mays declined to comment on the 
unusual sentence. 
Big Mrs. Rex Vaught, manager of 
the Kennewick Senior Citizens' Center, 
said “ This is a wonderful thing. 
“ We all know prices for dental work 
are out of sight for most of our senior 
citizens. 1 thank Judge Yencopal for all 
of them.” 
Kissinger 
Foe Helps 
Transition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - W. Anthony 
Lake, named as Jimmy Carter’s 
emissary to the State Department for 
the transition, says he does not expect 
his wiretapping suit against Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to in­ 
terfere with his job. 
“ I am going to work in a positive, 
and I hope, effective manner,” the 
former Kissinger aide said Thursday. 
“ I don’t believe this long-standing 
matter will impair my ability to work 
closely with State Department of­ 
ficials.” 
Lake has a suit pending in U.S. 
District Court here charging that 
Kissinger and former President 
Richard M. Nixon invaded his privacy 
by tapping his home telephone for nine 
months after he quit his National 
Security Council job in 1970 to protest 
the U.S. invasion of Cambodia. 
The suit, filed in 1974, contends the 
wiretapping was based solely on 
suspicion that Lake disagreed with the 
Nixon administration’s foreign policy 
objectives. The tap was not ended until 
February 1971, two months after Lake 
began working for Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine, then an aspirant for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination. 
Asked how Kissinger had reacted to 
the naming of Lake, the department 
spokesman, Robert L. Funseth, said 
the “ secretary reaffirmed his com­ 
mitment to cooperate to the fullest 
possible extent with whoever is 
designated to be in charge of the 
transition of the new administration at 
the State Department.”

PARIS (AP) — Little or no progress 
is expected before January in the talks 
opening today in Paris between the 
United States and Vietnam.

Genetics Res earch 
Attack ed By Groups 


WASHINGTON CAP) - Two en­ 
vironmental groups today petitioned 
the government to tighten up federal 
safety controls on 
genetic ex­ 
perimentation, warning that the 
research could accidentally cause 
“ grave and irreversible harm to 
humans and the environment.” 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
and the Natural Resources Defense 
Council said present federal guidelines 
on recombinant DNA research should 
be strengthened and extended to cover 
all public and private projects. 
Recombinant DNA research in­ 
volves combining genetic material 
from two unrelated species to create a 
new bacteria with different properties. 
The petitioners said ‘the properties of 
such deliberately or accidentally 
constructed organisms are unknown 
and 
may 
represent 
hitherto 
nonexistent hazards both to human 
health and the ecology.” 
Federal guidelines issued last June 
23 are mandatory only in recombinant 
DNA research funded by the National 
Institutes of Health.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A Nor­ 
walk, Conn. man died in a two-alarm 
fire on the fifth floor of the Sheraton- 
Columbus Hotel early this morning, 
fire officials said. 


The victim, whose body was found in 
the bathroom of his room, was 
unidentified pending notification of 
relatives. Authorities said he was 
alone in his room and died from smoke 
inhalation. 
About 300 hotel guests from three 
floors were evacuated from the 
downtown building as firemen fought 
the blaze. They returned to their rooms 
about two hours after the fire was first 
reported. 
Firemen believe the blaze started 
from a cigarette. Investigation con­ 
tinued today and no damage estimate 
was available. The fire was confined to 
the victim’s room, authorities said.

Supporting the petition in a letter 
was Dr. Robert L. Sinsheimer, 
chairman of the biology division of the 
California Institute of Technology. A 
onetime proponent of recombinant 
DNA research and a leading authority 
in that field, Sinsheimer said no one 
can predict how the new organisms 
will act or possibly evolve into yet dif­ 
ferent forms.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two en­ 
vironmental groups today petitioned 
the government to tighten up federal 
safety 
controls 
on 
genetic 
ex­ 
perimentation, warning that the 
research could accidentally cause 
“grave and irreversible harm to 
humans and the environment.” 
The Environmental Defense Fund 
and the Natural Resources Defense 
Council said present federal guidelines 
on recombinant DNA research should 
be strengthened and extended to cover 
all public and private projects. 
Recombinant DNA research in­ 
volves combining genetic material 
from two unrelated species to create a 
new bacteria with different properties. 
The petitioners said the properties of 
such deliberately or accidentally 
constructed organisms are unknown 
and 
may 
represent 
hitherto 
nonexistent hazards both to human 
health and the ecology.”

23 are mandatory only in recombinant 
DNA research funded by the National 
Institutes of Health.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Nor­ 
walk, Conn. man died in a two-alarm 
fire on the fifth floor of the Sheraton- 
Columbus Hotel early this morning, 
fire officials said. 


The victim, whose body was found in 
the bathroom of his room, 
was 
unidentified pending notification of 
relatives. Authorities said he was 
alone in his room and died from smoke 
inhalation. 
About 300 hotel guests from three 
floors were evacuated from the 
downtown building as firemen fought 
the blaze. They returned to their rooms 
about two hours after the fire was first 
reported. 
Firemen believe the blaze started 
from a cigarette. Investigation con­ 
tinued today and no damage estimate 
was available. The fire was confined to 
the victim’s room, authorities said.

chairman of the biology division of the 
California Institute of Technology. A 
onetime proponent of recombinant 
DNA research and a leading authority 
in that field, Sinsheimer said no one 
can predict how the new organisms 
will act or possibly evolve into yet dif­ 
ferent forms.
